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Superintendent’s 
‘outstanding’ 
budget work cited 
in evaluation

AGAWAM — School Superinten- 
dent William Sapelli understands, 
supports, and 
effectively —ad- 
vocates for the 
needs of students, 
teachers, and 
administrators. 
Those are among 
the reasons why 
he received an 
overall evaluation 
rating indicating 
he meets a “rigor- 
ous expected level 
of performance.” 

The school committee voted unani- 
mously at its June 26 meeting — the 
final meeting of the school year — to 
approve an overall rating of “profi- 
cient” in a redesigned — and more 
comprehensive — evaluation process. 
The overall rating was derived from 
individual performance ratings by 
each committee member. 

Unlike the previous — and simpler 
— evaluation process, the new one is 
evidence-based. Committee members 
evaluated Sapelli’s performance and 
goals based on a portfolio of relevant 
documents he submitted to the com- 
mittee. The portfolio included reams 
of material Sapelli compiled in a 
three-ring binder several inches thick. 

Committee members assessed 
Sapelli’s performance on meeting

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NWS confirms 
microburst 


Storm damages homes, 
vehicles around town 


he National Weather Service 
sk confirmed that severe 
weather that rolled through town 
Monday afternoon was a microburst. 
According to the NWS in Taunton, 
two areas of town were struck by storms 
shortly after noon Monday, July 1, which 
included straight line wind damage. The 
first was in the area of Harvey Johnson 
Drive where several trees were downed, a 
few on houses. The more significant area

of damage occurred in the area around 
Meadow Street where 40 to 50 trees were 
uprooted and six to 12 vehicles were 
crushed. 

Wires were also downed in the area. 

The National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration describes a microburst as 
“a convective downdraft with an affect- 
ed outflow area of less than 2 1/2 miles 
wide.” Peak winds generally last less than 
five minutes. 

No injuries or deaths were reported, ac- 
cording to the NWS. Additional informa- 
tion was not available at presstime.

F.L. Roberts 
withdraws 
zoning board 
petition

AGAWAM — EL. Roberts, which 
operates the Main Street Mobil sta- 
tion, withdrew without prejudice a pe- 
tition to the Zoning Board of Appeals 
to amend an existing special permit 
in order to be open for 24 hours after 
neighbors expressed concerns about 
noise and lighting during the board’s 
meeting at Agawam Public Library, 
Monday, June 24. Six neighbors were 
in attendance, according to Jennifer 
Bonfiglio, senior clerk for Agawam 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Currently, the Mobil station closes 
at midnight and reopens at 5 a.m., she 
said. 

“The owner of the company (Ste- 
ven Roberts), stood up and withdrew 
his petition without prejudice because 
he wanted to be a friendly neighbor,” 
Bonfiglio said. 

Because the petition was withdrawn 
without prejudice, Bonfiglio said F.L. 
Roberts could choose to put it before 
the ZBA again at some point in the 
future. 

“We don’t know if he’s going to go 
to the neighbors and try to appease 
them or if that’s it,’ she said. 

Included with the plans on file at the 
office of Planning and Community De- 
velopment were letters from abutters 
expressing opposition to the amend- 
ment to its existing special permit. 

Gary Dunlop of Albert Street sent a 
letter to the Zoning Board of Appeals 
expressing his objection. 

“IT do no want them to be allowed 
to operate for 24 hours at 6 Lealand 
Ave., since I believe it would increase

A race against death: Agawam firefighter tackles Vermont event

gawam _firefighter/para- 
Aw John Pollock is not 

one to shy away from a 
challenge. 

The Chicopee resident, 34, has 
spent the better part of the last five 
years testing his limits and push- 
ing himself to surpass what others 
might consider a “breaking point.” 

Take, for instance, his exercise 
routine: A member of CrossFit 
Firestorm, Pollock has been known 
to walk his dogs with a backpack 
full of bricks strapped to his back 
or chop/stack wood for friends. 

Much of what he’s done physi- 
cally in the last five years has 
prepared him for the challenge of 
a lifetime: a more than 48-hour 
“Death Race” in Vermont last 
month. 

“The description does not meet 
any traditional definitions of a

race,” explained Pollock. “Any 
description I give you, it’s not go- 
ing to sound like a race; just farm 
chores but on a ridiculous level.” 

According to the race website 
www.youmaydie.com, the Death 
Race is a multi-day adventure race 
chock full of mud runs, obstacle 
racing, trail racing, and both physi- 
cal and mental challenges. 

“The tasks are so tedious that you 
want to quit mentally because it’s 
so pointless and so physically de- 
manding that there are points when 
you feel like you can’t go on,” Pol- 
lock said. “They try to break you 
physically and mentally.” 

The race took place Friday, June 
21 to Sunday, June 23. 

An estimated 90 percent of those 
who begin the race do not finish, 
according to the website. Only 40 
of the 197 racers who started the 
race that Friday actually finished 
the entire race by Sunday, said Pol- 
lock. 

“Tt’s usually a lot less than that,” 
he said, adding, “I think the cali- 
ber of people doing it is getting 
higher.” 


Pollock started his preparation 
for the race last year by training 
at CrossFit Firestorm in Chicopee. 
He often walks his dogs “carrying 
something ridiculous like a 70- 
pound brick” and participates in 
endurance events such as back-to- 
back Goruck Challenges. He has 
also raced in half marathons, which 
he admits was a mental challenge 
for him because, “I hate running.” 
In addition, Pollock would saw/ 
chop wood for friends and move 
heavy bales of hay. 

When people ask him why he 
bothers with such events, Pollock 
simply states that he is trying to 
test his limits in an unconventional 
manner. 

“Pretty much everything in my 
life should be easier compared to 
everything I did that weekend, ex- 
cept for training for next year,’ he 
said. 

The death race started at 5 a.m. 
on Friday, June 21, but Pollock ar- 
rived Wednesday in order to get the 
lay of the land. 

About four weeks prior to the 
actual Death Race, Pollock said he 


took part in a training camp exer- 
cise, during which time he “ended 
up getting lost in the woods” after 
12 hours. Three hours later, he 
found a familiar area, but by that 
time had convinced himself that it 
was OK to quit. 

“T felt as though I was done,” he 
explained. “They were about to go 
on an 18-mile hike and I thought, 
‘There’s no way I can [do that],’” 
he explained. Instead, he walked 
10 miles back to his car, and that’s 
when he realized his mistake. 

“T felt I couldn’t go on an 18- 
mile hike, but I could walk 10 
miles to my car?” he asked. 

That feeling of failure helped to 
spur him along during the Death 
Race, he said. 

“Tm not glad I quit the camp 
but I’m glad that I knew the feel- 
ing of quitting,” he said. “That was 
a huge drive for me. That feeling 
was worse than any cramp or blis- 
ter I’ve ever had.” 

That Wednesday, he hiked the 
trails in Pittsfield, Vt., with previ-

Senate passes supplemental budget 


BOSTON -— The Senate voted June 27 ona 
supplemental budget for Fiscal Year 2013. 

As the fiscal year came to a close, both the 
Senate and House debated supplemental ap- 
propriations to address budget deficiencies 
and time-sensitive items. The supplemental 
budget included funding for snow and ice 
removal from last winter, Public Counsel 
Services Private Bar Advocates, Sheriffs’ 
departments, expenses associated with lo- 
cal elections, and summer jobs for Youth At 
Risk. The senate considered 51 amendments 
during the day’s debate. 

Sen. James T. Welch, D-West Springfield, 
filed a successful amendment (No. 37) that 
allocates $100,000 in additional funding to 
the state police. 

“With increased activity during the sum- 
mer months, the supplemental budget was a 
great opportunity to secure additional fund- 
ing to go toward an enhanced state police 
presence in Springfield to secure such pro- 
grams as the Community Action Team,” said 
Welch. 

Sen. Michael R. Knapik, R-Westfield, 
announced the passage of a $127 million 
supplemental appropriations bill, Senate 
Bill 1813, in formal session last Thursday. 
The bill aims to provide increased revenues 
for programs that are experiencing funding 


shortfalls. 

If enacted, the bill will appropriate $55.7 
million to cover the remainder of snow and 
ice costs from last winter, $16.8 million to 
fulfill obligations for the Committee on Pub- 
lic Counsel Services Private Bar Association, 
$11.8 million to ensure all sheriff depart- 
ments can meet payroll and other costs to 
close out the 2013 fiscal year, and $500k to 
fund welcome home bonuses for veterans. 

This piece of legislation also addresses 
several time sensitive items including $13.6 
million for state and local costs associated 
with the recent Congressional special elec- 
tion, $10 million for the Youth at Risk sum- 
mer jobs program, $8 million to fully fund 
the state’s charter school reimbursements to 
school districts, and $2 million for the resto- 
ration of Prison Mitigation funds. 

The House passed a variation of the bill on 
June 18. Knapik was appointed today to the 
Conference Committee that will be tasked 
with reconciling the differences between the 
two plans. 

“T look forward to working with members 
of the Conference Committee to reach a 
swift, yet responsible compromise that will 
ensure approval of the supplemental budget 
by both branches of the Legislature.” Knapik 
added.

he Fourth of July and fireworks seem 
Ts go hand in hand, but to keep your 

celebration safe and legal, keep them 
out your hands and the hands of children 
and leave them to the professionals. 

Fireworks are illegal in many states, in- 
cluding Massachusetts, and with good rea- 
son — they are extremely dangerous. They 
explode! They are projectiles! They are 
made with accelerants, like gun powder, 
and they cause serious injury in an un- 
trained hand, particularly to children. 

The State Fire Marshal’s Office reminds 
us that it is illegal to possess, use or sell 
fireworks in Massachusetts or to purchase 
them legally elsewhere and transport them 
here. Penalties for possessing, using or 
causing fireworks to explode include a fine 
of $10 to $100 and confiscation. Penalties 
for the sale of fireworks include fines from 
$100 to $1,000, imprisonment for a maxi- 
mum of one year, or both. 

The U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission reports that 65 percent of fire- 
works-related injuries in 2011 occurred in 
a one-month period, from June 17 to July 
17. On average, 200 people who suffered 
fireworks-related injuries made a trip to the 
emergency room every day during this time 
period. 

Injuries commonly caused by the use of 
fireworks include amputation of fingers or 
hands, injuries to the eyes, including blind- 
ing, and even death. More than half of all 
fireworks-related injuries involve burns. 

Small doesn’t mean safe, and hand-held 
sparklers popular on the Fourth are danger- 
ous. Did you know that the tip of a sparkler 
burns at about 2,000 degrees Fahrenheit? 
Yikes! That’s hot enough to melt metal, 
so imagine what it does to human skin! 
Roughly 1,200 injuries due to sparklers is 
the average. Don’t let yourself or your chil- 
dren be included in that number this Fourth 
of July. 

In addition to the risk of injury, fireworks 
cause fires! According to the National Fire

Protection Association, on any typical 
July 4, fireworks account for two out of 
every five fires. In 2010, fireworks caused 
an estimated 15,400 reported fires with a 
combined total of $36 million in property 
damage. 

Don’t let your celebration of Indepen- 
dence Day include an injury, a fire, a fine 
imprisonment or all of the above. Leave the 
fireworks to those who are professionally 
trained to handle them.

Cookies & Ice Cream Cake 


any of my recipes are family recipes that I have 
Mies to serve only two. Some recipes, altered in 

both ingredients and serving size, were inspired by 
recipes found in magazines, church cookbooks, or on cook- 
ing shows. And of course, there are my very 
own creations. This recipe was found in a 
magazine and it served about 16 people. It 
was an easy dessert to reduce to two serv- 
ings and it is one of the very few recipes 
where I did not change any of the ingredi- 
ents, just the amount of each ingredient. 

If you are trying to impress someone 
when serving this dessert, cut the ice cream 
sandwiches in half and make two separate 
desserts on two separate dessert plates. Or, 
another variation would be to cut the sand- 
wiches in half-inch cubes and layer the ingredi- 
ents in two parfait glasses or wine glasses. 

To double, triple, or quadruple this recipe, use a square or 
rectangular serving dish that will fit half of the required num- 
ber of sandwiches on the bottom. Making sure that the dish 
is at least three inches deep, layer half of the sandwiches on 
the bottom, cover with the cookie/topping mixture, layer the 
remaining sandwiches on top and spread the plain whipped 
topping over all. Sprinkle with remaining crushed cookies. 
If desired, try garnishing the top with maybe some chopped 
chocolate covered candy or nuts. And for the best presenta- 
tion, add the garnish just before serving.

3 chocolate sandwich cookies (3-4 oz. total) 
1 C. whipped topping 
2 frozen ice cream sandwiches 


Place cookies in a small zipper bag and 
crush with a meat mallet or rolling pin. 
Reserve | T. of crushed cookies for gar- 
nish and mix the remaining cookies with 
1/2 C. whipped topping. Place 1 ice cream 
sandwich on a salad plate and spread the 
top with cookie/whipped topping mixture. 
Place the second ice cream sandwich on 
top and use the remaining plain whipped 
topping to frost the top and sides of sand- 
wiches. Sprinkle the reserved crushed 

cookies on top of the ice cream cake. Cover 
and freeze for at least 1 hour. Remove from 
freezer and allow to set at room temperature for 7-10 min- 
utes then serve immediately. NOTES: This dessert may be 
frozen for up to two months in an airtight container. English 
toffee bits make a great substitute for the sandwich cookies.

“Bonds and friendships were formed,” he said, explaining 
that much of the race itself is about camaraderie. “It’s not for 
the race but for meeting all the people out there.” 

On race day, following registration, participants were re- 
quired to write a 100-word essay on why they wanted to be 
in the Death Race. Following that, they trimmed a field of 
grass with hand shears, carried a 90-pound bucket of gravel 
to the top of a mountain, and chopped logs to stack “nowhere 
near where we chopped it,” he said. 

“The whole theme of this year’s race was ‘the gambler,” 
Pollock said. Whenever someone lost a gamble they would 
be forced to do 100 “burpees,” which he described as drop- 
ping into a pushup then doing a squat and a jump. 


“Tt’s a very simple yet very demanding move,” he said. “It 
seems so easy, why would it be hard? Then 50 into it, you’re 
dying.” 

He went on to add that some people in the race did “well 
over 500 burpees.” 

About 40 hours into the race, Pollock experienced what he 
described as “catastrophic failure of several pieces of equip- 
ment.” While participating in a barbed wire crawl, his hydra- 
tion bladder and backpack frame were both damaged. 

“With no water or backpack, there was no safe way for me 
to continue,” he said. He dispersed his remaining food to the 
remaining participants and bowed out. 

He plans to attend again next year, though. 

“They broke my equipment; they never broke me,” he 
said.

the potential for crime in the neighborhood.” 

Likewise, Vivian Roberts of Main Street wrote a letter 
against the proposal. 

“T think it would encourage a hangout for teens and 
undesirables,” she wrote. “If you could hear loud radios 
and cars zooming out of there, you’d realize what a safety 
hazard it already is.” 

She called it an “eyesore” in a historical district and 
residential area. 

Earlier this week, Roberts, president and CEO, told 
Agawam Advertiser News that the company would still 
like the Mobil to operate 24 hours if it can, but that sitting 
in the meeting, he realized the neighbors had too many 
unanswered questions. 

“T felt that my company had not put forward enough 
information to explain, number one, why we’re doing 
what we’re doing and, number two, to listen to what their 
neighborhood concerns were,” Roberts said. 

He pointed to the fact that the company’s sign reads, 
“F.L. Roberts: Your friend on the road,” and said he want- 
ed to also be a friend to the neighborhood. 

“We certainly weren’t being a friend,” he said, adding, 
“At that point, us being 24 hours was not something that 
was urgent and critical.” 

According to the plans submitted to the ZBA, F.L. Rob- 
erts wished to amend a previously granted special permit 
to allow for 24 hour operation at the Mobil located at 6 
Lealand Ave., Agawam. 

Roberts said he believes it is safer to operate a store for 
24 hours as opposed to closing at midnight and reopening 
at 4 or 5 a.m. 

“Tt’s easier to prepare for your customers. You can do 
things at your slower times like handle coffee and clean- 
up,” he said. “It isn’t necessarily because you want to 
make another dollar. It’s a safer, smoother, better opera- 
tion.” 

Despite that, Roberts said he would rather have the 
neighborhood on board with his plan. 

“When we really hadn’t done the preparation that I 
would have hoped we’d have done, I felt the only thing 
left for me to do was withdraw without prejudice and 
hopefully, we will be back,” said Roberts.

professional practice goals, student learn- 
ing goals, and district improvement goals. 
They also evaluated Sapelli’s performance 
on meeting standards in the areas of instruc- 
tional leadership, management and opera- 
tions, family and community engagement, 
and professional culture. 

In their assessments, 
committee members 
Roberta Doering, Lin- 
da Galarneau, Shelley 
Reed, and Wendy Rua 
rated Sapelli as having 
met each goal area. In 
her assessment, Diane 
Juzba indicated Sapelli 
had met his district im- 
provement goals, but 
had just made “signifi- 
cant progress” toward 
meeting his professional practice and stu- 
dent learning goals. 

Individual assessments by vice chair 
Anthony Bonavita, and Mayor Richard 
A.Cohen, committee chair, rated Sapelli as 
exceeding all his goals. 

High praise, some criticism 

Doering commented in her evaluation that 
the school committee was “very fortunate” 
to have Sapelli as superintendent. Galarneau 
was “very pleased” to give Sapelli a rating 
of proficient. She also stated his leadership 
in areas of curriculum revision for English 
language arts, math and science, along with 
a redesigned evaluation system, is “evidence 
of his commitment to high standards and 
high performance expectations.” 

Reed called Sapelli “a definite asset” to 
the district and commended him for his per- 
formance in the area of fiscal systems under 
the management and operations standard. 
She gave Sapelli an exemplary rating for his 
“outstanding preparation, presentation, and 
support in developing a transparent budget 
that is fiscally responsible and highly sup- 
ports our school district.” 

Rua praised Sapelli for implementing new 
state mandates for curriculum development 
and evaluations. According to Rua, Sapelli is 
“well ahead of the curve” and “well-versed” 
to accomplish these tasks. She added that 
Agawam could serve as “a model” district 
because of Sapelli’s leadership in this area. 

Rua, however, cited two areas needing 
improvement in Sapelli’s performance: re- 
porting and managing safety concerns and 
managing public complaints from parents. 
“Tt is my hope that communication and col- 
laboration will continue to improve in these 
areas,” she wrote. 

Juzba stated Sapelli had done an “out- 
standing job” as superintendent during the 
past year, demonstrating an “admirable work 
ethic and an ability” to provide students with 
a quality education. She called Sapelli “well 
regarded” by students, staff, and community 
members. “I’m proud to have Bill lead our 
school district.” 

Juzba has high regard for Sapelli, but 
wants “a stronger/better” commitment from

him to hold administrators to a “higher lev- 
el.” According to Juzba, parents, staff, and 
children aren’t always “allowed to have a 
voice” in their schools and their concerns of- 
ten aren’t “important” enough to address in 
a timely manner. 

“IT gave a ‘needs improvement’ because 
I feel Mr. Sapelli ad- 
dresses community 
concerns in an equita- 
ble, effective, and effi- 
cient manner, but needs 
to oversee staff in order 
to provide ‘families’ 
(individual _—_ families) 
with the same.” 

Admiration for 

a ‘valued’ school 

leader 

Sapelli’s highest rat- 
ings — “exceeded expectations” and “exem- 
plary” — came from Bonavita and Cohen. 
Bonavita complimented Sapelli’s handling 
of a “complex” school budget — which Bo- 
navita thought could be used as a model for 
budget presentations across the state. 

“Bill addresses issues head-on, accepts 
differences of opinion, and builds consensus 
in a way that I much admire,” wrote Bonavi- 
ta. “Student learning is his highest priority 
and he never ceases to take his eye off the 
ball — despite many obstacles.” 

Cohen had no hesitation about rating Sa- 
pelli as “exemplary,” calling him “a valued 
member” of the town as its school leader. 
“Mr. Sapelli has been able to set goals which 
are specific, measurable, and attainable with 
regard to our district. He has set high goals 
and has met them,” he wrote in a letter at- 
tached to his evaluation form. 

The mayor added he appreciates how Sa- 
pelli approaches situations with a calm and 
professional “can do” attitude. “His high 
standards, both professionally and ethically, 
are shown throughout his work. Bill has 
earned the respect of his administration, fac- 
ulty, staff, parents, students, and the school 
committee because he treats everyone with 
dignity and respect.” 

Success is a team effort 

Following the vote, Sapelli said he attri- 
butes his success to a “great team” of people 
on his staff and the school committee. 

“Some school committees are contentious. 
Some have personal agendas. This commit- 
tee works together. Do we always agree? 
Absolutely not — nor should we. But at the 
end of the day, do we learn to come out with 
a consensus and have our own opinions? We 
do — and I think that’s what makes the dis- 
trict strong.” 

Sapelli said superintendents are important, 
but only as important as school committees 
and a supportive staff. We have great stu- 
dents, great teachers, great parents. I appre- 
ciate the accolades and the constructive criti- 
cism — but you’re only as good as the people 
around you. And I think we have a great team 
on this stage and in the buildings.” 
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Education reform produces 
new evaluation system

The traditional evaluation process 
for educators in Massachusetts is gone. 
In its place is a new evaluation system 
based on collaboration and accountabil- 
ity. 

The process used by the Agawam 
School Committee to evaluate Superin- 
tendent William Sapelli is required by 
new state regulations — and applies not 
just to superintendents, but also to all 
teachers, principals, and other staff who 
require a state-issued license. The re- 
vised evaluation system for educators is 
part of new education reform measures 
in Massachusetts that began this year. 

The new evaluation process is not 
only more comprehensive, but it also 
puts more focus on student learning. 
Included in all evaluations are student 
learning goals — driven by the needs 
of students — and professional practice 
goals — driven by standards of effec- 
tive teaching practice or — in the case 
of superintendents and administrators 
— effective administrative leadership 
practice. 

School committee members reviewed 
a binder of material prepared by the 
superintendent that included a host of 
relevant material. The material was used 
to help them assess Sapelli’s progress 
on his goals, his performance rating in 
each of four standards (instructional 
leadership, management and operations, 
family and community engagement, and 
professional culture), his overall perfor- 
mance as superintendent, and his impact 
on student learning. 

Under the new evaluation process, 
Sapelli’s performance was rated against 
those four standards. The superinten- 
dent, as well as all other educators, 
earns one of four ratings: Proficient, 
Exemplary, Needs Improvement, or Un- 
satisfactory. 

According to the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Elementary and Secondary 
Education (DESE), most effective edu- 
cators are expected to receive a “pro- 
ficient” rating on a standard and not 
“exemplary.” Exemplary is reserved for 
educators — superintendents included 
— “whose practice in a particular area 
is so strong that it can be a model for 
others.” 

Here’s a brief description of each rat- 
ing: 

Proficient performance is considered 
fully satisfactory. For superintendents, 
and all other administrators as well as 
teachers, this is a rigorous, but expected 
level of performance. This is a level of 
performance that is demanding, but at- 
tainable. 

Exemplary performance is a level of 
performance that exceeds proficient, 
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“Tm certainly more respect- 
ful of the task set forth for 
teachers and administrators. 
It is quite an endeavor.”

which is itself a high standard. A rat- 
ing of exemplary is reserved for per- 
formance on an indicator or standard 
“that is of such a high level that it could 
serve as a model for leaders regionally 
or statewide.” According to DESE, few 
educators — including superintendents 
— are expected to earn this rating except 
in a few areas. 

Needs Improvement is a performance 
rating that is below the requirements of 
a standard but is not considered to be 
unsatisfactory at the time. Improvement 
is necessary and expected. 

Unsatisfactory performance is used 
when performance has not significantly 
improved following a rating of Needs 
Improvement, or performance is con- 
sistently below the requirements of a 
standard and is considered inadequate, 
or both. 

The new evaluation process provided 
school committee members with an 
opportunity to experience what admin- 
istrators now will face when evaluat- 
ing teachers. While some committee 
members said the process gave them a 
new respect for what teachers and ad- 
ministrators must do in preparing and 
reviewing evaluations, other committee 
members were not convinced that newer 
is better. 

“Going through this evaluation pro- 
cess, having to sift through the binder 
and read all the material, I don’t know 
how those principals and teachers — and 
anyone else who has to go through this 
process — is faring with this new sys- 
tem,” said committee member Wendy 
Rua. 

She called the process “arduous” and 
said she is looking forward to hearing 
feedback about it. “I’m certainly more 
respectful of the task set forth for teach- 
ers and administrators. It is quite an en- 
deavor.” 

Committee Vice Chair Anthony Bo- 
navita, agreed with Rua. He added, 
however, that while he understands the 
necessity of doing the evaluation, and 
the necessity to provide some back-up 
information, the process “is beyond 
belief.” Said Bonavita: “I did it — but I 
spent hours doing it.” 

Roberta Doering said the whole eval- 
uation process is “overkill,” while Shel- 
ley Reed called the new system “totally 
overdone.”

Take precautions to avoid heat-related illnesses 


SPRINGFIELD — The summer heat 
has returned, and along with it for 
those having fun in the sun or work- 
ing outdoors comes the risk of heat-re- 
lated illnesses. 

As with many illnesses, the best 
defense is prevention, according to 
Dr. Joseph Schmidt, vice chair, Emer- 
gency Medicine, Baystate Medical 
Center. 

“Those at greatest risk for develop- 
ing a heat-related illness are children 
under five years of age and people 65 
years of age and older, who have the 
least ability to regulate their body tem- 
peratures,” he said. 

Overweight people and others with 
chronic illnesses such as heart dis- 
ease or high blood pressure, as well as 
those on certain medications, are also 
at high risk. 

Schmidt suggests the following hot 
weather tips to keep you safe: 

- Stay out of the heat. Avoid 
direct sunlight and strenuous activity 
outdoors. If possible, remain indoors. 
If you do not have air conditioning, 
consider visiting a location that does, 
such as the mall or a movie theater. 

° Dress for the weather. Wear 
lightweight, light-colored, loose-fit- 
ting clothing and a broad-brimmed 
hat when outdoors. Stay away from 
polyester in favor of cotton and linens, 
which are better at repelling the sun’s 
heat. Also, consider wearing sunglass- 
es and putting on a sunscreen with an 
SPF 15 or greater. 

° Drink plenty of liquids. Be- 
gin drinking before you go outside and,

if exercising, drink one quart of liquid 
an hour to replace lost fluid. Avoid caf- 
feinated beverages and alcohol, which 
can contribute to the loss of more body 
fluid. Also, if taking water pills or on a 
fluid restrictive diet, consult with your 
physician before increasing your liq- 
uid intake. 

° Take it slow and easy. Post- 
pone athletic activity during high heat 
and humidity. Limit outdoor activities 
to the morning and evening. Drinking 
sports beverages can replace lost salt 
and minerals when you sweat. How- 
ever, those on low-salt diets should 
check with their doctor before drink- 
ing sports beverages. If you work out- 
doors, in addition to drinking plenty 
of liquids and dressing appropriately, 
pace yourself and take frequent short 
breaks in the shade. 

° Eat smaller meals. Instead 
of the usual rule of eating three square 
meals a day, eat smaller meals more 
frequently on days when the sun turns 
up the heat. Also, avoid high-protein 
foods which can increase metabolic 
heat. 

Extreme heat affects the body’s 
ability to safely regulate its tempera- 
ture, often 

resulting in heat-related illnesses 
such as heat exhaustion, heat stroke, 
or heat cramps. 

Sweating is the body’s natural 
defense to cooling itself. However, 
when humidity is high, sweat does not 
evaporate as quickly, preventing the 
body from releasing heat quickly and 
resulting in a rapid rise of body tem- 
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perature. 

Warning signs of an oncoming 
heat-related illness could include ex- 
cessive sweating, leg cramps, flushed 
skin, nausea and vomiting, dizziness, 
headache and rapid pulse. If these oc- 
cur, Schmidt suggests getting out of 
the heat and drinking liquids. If you 
don’t feel better soon, call your doctor 
or visit your local emergency depart- 
ment. 

“Heat stroke can cause death or per- 
manent disability and requires imme- 
diate emergency medical treatment,” 
Schmidt said about the serious condi- 
tion which can cause damage to the 
brain and other vital organs. 

Warning signs of heat stroke can 
vary, but may include the following: 
body temperature of 103 degree Fare- 
heit or higher, dizziness, throbbing 
headache, nausea, confusion, a rapid, 
strong pulse, and in extremely critical 
cases, unconsciousness. 

“In addition to taking care of your- 
self from the ill-effects of the heat, 
don’t forget to check on elderly rela- 
tives and neighbors several times a 
day to make sure they are safe and free 
from any signs of heat exhaustion or 
heat stroke,” said Schmidt. 

He also reminds parents and care- 
givers that hot weather and vehicles 
can be a deadly combination for kids. 
“Children are at serious risk for heat 
stroke when left alone even for a few 
minutes in a closed vehicle or even 
in one with the window left slightly 
open,” Schmidt said.

professionals, expands access 


REGION- The Department of Veterans 
Affairs (VA) announced that it has met the 
goal to hire 1,600 new mental health profes- 
sionals outlined in President Obama’s Aug. 
31, 2012, Executive Order to Improve Ac- 
cess to Mental Health Services for Veterans, 
Service Members, and Military Families. 
VA Central Western Massachusetts Health- 
care System (VA CWM HCS) has hired five 
new mental health professionals towards this 
goal. 

“T am proud of the hard work our staff has 
completed to bring these new staff members 
on board,” said Roger Johnson, VA CWM 
HCS Medical Center Director. “We have 
the opportunity, and the responsibility, to an- 
ticipate the needs of returning Veterans. We 
must ensure that all Veterans have access to 


quality mental health care when needed. We 
are not slowing our efforts, and will contin- 
ue to actively recruit for any vacant mental 
health positions for the future so Veterans 
will get the care they need.” 

As of May 31, VA has hired a total of 1,607 
mental health clinical providers to meet the 
goal of 1,600 new mental health profession- 
als outlined in the Executive Order. 

Additionally, VA has hired 2,005 mental 
health clinical providers to fill existing va- 
cancies. 

“Meeting this hiring milestone significant- 
ly enhances our ability to improve access 
to care for those Veterans seeking mental 
health services and demonstrates our contin- 
ued commitment to the health and well-be- 
ing of the men and women who have served 


the Nation,” said Secretary of Veterans Af- 
fairs Eric K. Shinseki. “Meeting this goal is 
an important achievement, but we recognize 
that we must continue to increase access to 
the quality mental health care Veterans have 
earned and deserve.” 

VA provides a full range of comprehensive 
mental health services across the country. 
In Fiscal Year 2012, more than 1.3 million 
Veterans received specialized mental health 
care from VA. 

This number has risen each year from 
927,052 in Fiscal Year 2006. In addition to 
hiring more mental health professionals, VA 
is expanding the use of innovative technol- 
ogy to serve Veterans in rural or underserved 
areas. 

VA expects to increase the number of 


Veterans receiving care from tele-mental 
health services in fiscal year 2013, and has 
increased the number of Vet Centers, which 
provide readjustment counseling and referral 
services from 233 in 2008 to 300 in 2012. 

In November 2011, VA launched an 
award-winning, national public awareness 
campaign called Make the Connection, 
which is aimed at reducing the stigma asso- 
ciated with seeking mental health care and 
informing Veterans, their families, friends, 
and members of their communities about 
VA resources.

We do print free courtesy stories, briefs and 
photos submitted by teachers, sports teams and students, as we 
cannot possibly be at every event. If you have a photo you want to 
run, please include a photo caption identifying those in the image 
from left to right and a description of the event. Please call or 
e-mail the editor directly with your school event coverage requests 
-atteast three days in-advance—f we can’t attend, you are always 


encouraged to send in your own write-up and photos. 


As a paper of record, we attempt to cover all general news, per- 
sonality profiles, and community features that we know about. 
This includes all selectmen and school committee meetings as 
well as spot planning board, board of health, finance, and other 
town meetings determined by the issue’s relevance to our readers. 
There are the annual major community event features that we 
should always cover, but we are more than open to suggestions of 
other features to celebrate the fabric of our communities and their 
many interesting occupants. Our loyal advertisers provide funding 
for this paid staff coverage. 


Turley Publications is liberal with regard to its business cover- 
age polices, but we do have some standards folks need to under- 
stand. First, local businesses and merchants are just as much 
institutions in our towns as the library and schools. Without them, 
there are no towns. 

We will feature coverage of local businesses that are new, 
have a major expansion, moving, closing, under new management 
or ownership, celebrating a milestone anniversary, or have been 
thrust into the news realm. Merchants can request that coverage 
through the editor, or for our existing advertising clients, through 
their ad representatives. 


We love letters to the editor and guest columns. It is what the 
soul of this newspaper is all about. However, we don’t print what 
we can’t prove. All letters and columns must be signed and con- 
firmed by us prior to publication. If you are alleging things that we 
cannot prove, we will consider that a news tip and look into it. We 
always encourage readers to celebrate their communities versus 
just slamming them. We also pen a weekly “editorial.” Some read- 
ers confuse editorials with being objective “news.” Our unsigned 
editorials are opinions formed after doing the research, or com- 
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piled through our reporters’ stories and other means. We then 
write opinions, which do take a definitive side on issues. Editorials 
are not meant to be balanced to both sides like our news stories 
should. They are intended to opine around the facts and take a 
position. That’s the whole point of the “opinion” page. 


As a free service for our readers, we will print all births, wed- 
dings, engagements, milestone anniversaries, major birthdays, 
military achievements, honors and awards. We have a “people 
news” form available for you to submit these listings. This material 
is provided to us by our readers and local institutions and we do 
not charge to print this content. 


Our Sports Editor Dave Forbes and his reporters and photogra- 
phers cover select varsity school games weekly as well as youth 
and adult sports leagues. Our team tries to be fair and spread the 
coverage around to all the teams, but as playoffs approach, teams 
making the playoffs take more precedence. We have tried hard 
this year to expand our coverage of youth sports, but we need 
coaches and players to send in their photos and write-ups.
